Mr. Henry Worthingtou, one of Cov 
ington's well known citizens, died at 8:3t 
Saturday night at his home, 76 West 
Fourth street 

The deceased was la every respect a 
self made man— a millionaire at 
time of his death He began life a poor 
farmer boy and by his own energy and 
industry accumulated a vast fortune. 

Mr Worthingtou was born in Mason 
county. Ky., September 1st. 1826. 
youngest or 14 ohlidlOB born to Thomas 
T. and A. Wbipps Worthington. who 
were among the early settlers of Ken- 
tucky, having located in Mason county 
in 1796. 

The deceased, from early boyhood, dis 
played remarkably good business judg 
ment. He made a success of farming 
and stock raising, and in 1847 went to 
Scioto county, 0., and for ten years 
operated the immense stone quarries 
there with a force of BOO men. 

Later he went to Covington and specu 
ated, with the satLe confidence and 
shrewd mercantile sense, in leaf tobacco, 
and became one of the noted men on the 
Cincinnati markets He purchased a 
third interest In the Licking Rolling 
Mill, was made President, and. after 
putting it on a firm foundation, retired 
from active business pursuits For years, 
however, he remained President of the 
Cincinnati Leaf Tobacco Company 

In 1853 Mr. Worthington was married 
to Miss Maria Slack. dMtfMs* of Jacob 
lack, and 6 children were born to 
them. 8 of whom survive— Henry S., 
Lillie "Stewart and Mattie Worthington.

Seldom, if ever, has there been a mi 
general suspension of navigation on the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers and then 
tributaries thsn exists now on thesi 
two great arteries of commerce Tht 
long continued and general drouth 
throughout the country has been 
cause, and the end is not yet. Only a 
few very light draught stcrnwbeel boats 
are running in short trades on the Ohio 
river, and now but two stcrnwheel boats 
of light draught are running on the 
Mississippi, while most of the tributaries 
of both streams are almost dry and only 
two ur three small light draught boats 
are running in tributaries which are 
locked and dammed. The Allegheny 
and Monongahela are very low. The 
latter stream bas not been so low as it is 
now for nearly forty years, and naviga 
tion is almost entirely suspended. In the 
pool above Davis Island dam there are 
over 80,000,000 bushel of coal, some of 
which has been loaded in boats and 
barges since the early part of July, 
awaiting a rise sufficient to bring it down 
the Ohio. From Davis Island dam, a 
few miles below Pittsburgh, to Cincinnati 
the river is almost dry in many places, 
and navigation Is almost entirely sus 
pended. In ninny places there is not 
more than a foot of water, wbile at 
others cattle are crossing from one shore 
to the other. At Cincinnati all the boats 
have Kone to the bank with the exception 
of two or three very small ones, and even 
y are finding trouble in making short 
>s on account of the scarcity of 
ter. The Licking and Miami rivers 
about dry. There are no boats run 
g through to Cincinnati from this 
/—a thing which bas not happened 
since 1879 Thete are several bad bars 
between this city and Cincinnati, among 
which are Craig's (the worst,) Locust. 
Gunpowder, Rising Sun and Lawrence 
burg There is less than two feet of 
water on these bars. There are but 
three little boats running between here 
and Evansville. all others beiug unable 
to get over the many bars, upon which 
there is but twenty four inches of 
water. The Staggs and Hart make 
irregular trips from here to Owensbore, 
while the Rose Hite makes trips from 
Owenshoro to Evansville, connecting 
with two boats from this city. From 
Evansville to the mouth of the Ohio 
there are but two small boats running in 
short trades. 

Thus it will be seen that the Ohio 
river is lower now than it has been 
since September 10th. 1881. But it was 
even lower than in 1881 in the summer

of 1871. when the marks at the head of 
the cans! locks showed less than eigh- 
teen inches, and it is probable that the 
present stage of the declining river, 
with no prospect of rains or a rise iu 
sight, may be even lower than 1871. and 
navigation on the Ohio river be sus 
pended entirely. 

The marks in the canal here yesterday 
showed twenty six inches at its head, 
twenty six inches at the foot of it, and 
zero on the falls, and the river falling. 
The bed of the falls is almost entirely 
destitute of water, and many people an 
walking upon the dry rocks all over It. A 
short distance out in the river from the 
Mail Line Wharfboat there is scarcely 
enough water to float a skiff, while along 
the bank from Fourth street down there 
is an accumulation of filthy mud, with 
scarcely enough water to float a coal- 
On account of the dam across the head 
of the falls, the csnal locks being cloned 
nearly all tbe time and the river being 
too low for any water to pass down over 
tbe falls, tbe harbor here and for a dis- 
tance of fifty miles up tbe river baa be- 
come a stagnant pool of dead water. 
With tbe seweis of tbe city and old Bear- 
grass creek pouring tbeir deadly contents 
into tbe river, and our harbor being a 
catch basin for all tbe filth and contents 
of sewers that empty into tbe river at all 
the cities from here to Wheeling and be 
yond, it would be natural to suppose that 
the water in the local harbor is not aa 
pure as it migbt be. nor as healthy as It 
ought to be. Tbe sewer outlets at the 
foot of Third and Fourth streets alone 
pour enouich dead matter iuto the river to 
poison all the water in the harbor, and 
tbe canal is full of it from one end to the 
otber. The sluicegates in the canal locks 
are opened occasionally, but it does not 
do much good in permitting a current to 
be formed sufficient in power to csrry off 
the deadly poison that is daily poured 
ialo the river from tbe sewers here and at 
points above. 

Tbe outlook for rains, a rise in the 
river, and a general resumption or traffic 
and trade on the Ohio and its tributaries 
is anythiog b ut promising Ju st now.
